Proposals to supply Den- 
ver and Salt Lake by branch lines weekly 
from the main routes, and to be inviied 
and bids to be received until the first of 
May,

acceptance or rejection. The conlract, if 
made, shall run three years from fie first 
of July, 18CO. Bids for more or less 
frequent service are also to be received. 


bids are also 10 le invited to carry the 


entire maii by routes from New "York and 
New Crleana semi weekly and werkly. 
The Commissioners believe these bids when 
submitted to Congress will show that half 
a million dollars can bo antmaily saved in 
this single item ol the public service.. The 
newspaper mail now goes semi-monthly 
via Panama.
